vnſpeakeable comfort. In remembrance of 
whole braue ſeruices performed, forafſmuch 
as I haue now to delimer pubhquely the pol- 
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I 
litique attempt ofthe faide woorthy Knight, 
lately atchiued, ſo will I not alſo be ynmind- 
full,to record ſome of the rare ſeruices which 
he hath before to his great commendations 
eftected.As firſt, his finishing of Rates skonce 
left vnfitnished by fir Martin Skinck, next, his 
greatand honourable exployt, which he vn- 
dertooke for the victualing of the Towne of 
Barke, where in valiant manner heegreatlic 
impayred the ſtrength and power of the 
Prince of Parma, and flew with the ſworde, 
drowned 8 tooke pryſoners, to the number 
 offixe thouſand perſons: albeit he had but a 
ſmal company in reſpect of that huge Army. 
But God was the worker of this great won- 
. der, by cauſing the Spaniards to fall out with 
the Italians,and ſo of themſelues going toge- 
ther by the cares, ran confuſedly yppon the 
Rereward,where they thought to haue foud 
a company of feeble Duchmen : but heere 
( farre contrary to theyr expectation, ) they 
founde planted this valiant Knight , with his 
troupes of couragious Engl:ishmen , who to- 


gcther with ſome aide, wrought the confuli-

on of ſo many as 1s FRE | 

In which conflict there was ſlaine at that 
time,one Marqueſle and ſundry other Cap- 
taines of great valour & credite, which were 
on the enemies ſide. 

After this hee tooke the Towne of Breda 
by great pollicie, moneying the Gouernours 
thereof, and hath ſince ſubdued many other 
Townes. 

I may not forget the Towne of Buricke, 
nor Graue skonce, where hee behaued hym- 


ſelfe , tothe high commendation of all Eng- 


lh Souldiors. Hemarte and Haile, Steenbar- 


gen, and many other Townes: all theſe hee 
hath Souldiour-hke, attempted to winne 
with theſworde, and gotten them fince hys 
going ouer: ſtill ioyning his forces, power, 8 
pollicies, withthethe powers of the Graze 
van Mawrice, whoſe ſtrength more & more 
doth dayly increaſe, whoſe valiancy and for- 
wardes is ſuchand fo great, as may be in a- 
ny man at armes,that intendethto be reuen- 
ged ypon thoſe trayterous pcople,for the in- 
nocent bloodshed and yntimely death ofhis

A notable exploit had beene giuen by 
this valiant Knight, 8 by him a valiant peece 
of {eruice had beene performed vpponthe 
Towne of Dunkerke, to the ouerthrow of 
the trecherous aduerfaries therein , had not 
the ſame beene preuented by ſome ſecret in- 
tellizence, which was giuen ynto them con- 
cerning the ſame. 

Nowe this valiant Gouernour fir Frauncis 
Vere, ſeeing the Skonce of Zutphen held yerie 
ſtrongly,8& hauing by ſundry meanes ſought 
to win it, as well by force as policie, (wherin, 
though he failed) yet purpoled he to obtaine 
it by one means or other: wherupon with an 
yndaunted reſolution, hee determined to put 
thus practiſe in proote,whichin the end God 
bethanked, came to good ſucceſse. Hee cau- 
ſed ſundry of his Souldiours,ſecretly to be ap- 
parrelled inthe habite of poore Market folks, | 
as well of men as women,ſom driving of Ox- 
en,lome of Kine, ſome of Sheepe, ſome of 
Hogs,and ſome driuing of Goates.

were purſued 8 chaſed by ſome Souldjours, 
as though they had beene their enemies, by 
meanes whereofthe Cattle and poote people 
were receiued by the encmie, intending to 
ſuccourthe,while without any ſuſpition thoſe 
poore people being couragious ſouldtors,ha- 
uing got the gates opeued, ſeazed vpponthe 
Keepers thereof, ſothat in the meane time 
the other iſſued, and immediatly fir Frauncis 
Vere tolowed with a ſufficient troupe of hor(- 
men, and foote, This was doone vpon the 13. 
of May lait paſt, at what time hee tooke the 
Skonle, IF nowe enloyeth the ſame peacea- 
bly without any loſſe ofmen. 

Onthe 15. day of May folowing,the Coun- 
tie Maurice, ſonne to the renowned for Chi- 
ualry YViliam of Naſsaw Prince of Orange,be- 
ing accompanied with fir Frauncis Vere, be- 
lieged the towne of Zntpben, with nine thou- 
fand toote-men , and ſeauenteene hundred 
hotſe-men. 

; Onthe 18. day of May, there was planted 
thirty 8lſixe, (others ſay but twenty 8 1ixe) 
peeces for battry againſt the wals of Zutj yu 
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Io 
al which they did diſcharge fomrwo or three 
times, wherupon the Townlmentellto parly 
and compoſition, fo that ypon the 19. day of 
May, the Towne was yeelded yppe intothe 
hands ofthe Countie Marrice, ypon conditi- 
on that the ſouldiours in the Towne, beeing 
on the enemies ſide, might haue their lyues 
preſerued,thar they might not goe to Denen- 
ter,but to depart wich bag and baggaze: ſome 
ot them oftering to ſeruethe Countie Maw- 
rice, which he gractouſly accepted , of ing 
ynto them all, that thoſe who woulde ſerue 
him, should haue entertainment,vvhereupon 
ne Enſigne of Wallouns tarried 1o his ſer- 
uice, with ſome ofthe enemies chicfeſt' Cap- 
taines, | 
Now whenthe Countie Mawrice had thus 
obtained the Towne of Zutphen,hee fortified | 
& replenished the fame wuh Souldiours, out 
of his oyyne troupes, and leauing it well 8&in 
good order , he departed the next day to- 
wards Denenter, except ſome ſmall number, 
who wentto beſiege a Caſtle , which they 
tooke, andthen returned to the Campe.

There is great likeli-hood that Deventer is 
by thys time yeeided: for ſuch is the vahant 
courage of the Countie Mawrice,8 fir Fraun- 
cis Vere,that doubtles by Gods afziſtance, ey 
do,not pretend to rayle theyr ſiege,yntil they 
haue obtianed it, and conſtrained them to 
yeeld it vp, with ſpeed. 

Artthe planting of the Ordinaunce, there 
vvasagreat mishap befell yppon the Countie 
Mawrice ſide, for the yaliant Countie of Ober- 
ſteyn was ſlaine. 


Thus haue you heard particularly diſcour- 
ſed, the true newes ofthe taking of Zutpben 
Skortce, and of the yeelding of the Towne, 
with the beſieging of Deuenter, where the 
Captainesand Gouernours nowe in ſiege a- 
gainſt ic, are not onely couragious but allo 
ſuch asdo puttheir whole trvſt inihe lyuing 
God: and therforeare reſolued that hee will 
preſerve them, that ze will ſtrengrhen & de- 
tende them againſt the ſtrength of the ene- 
mie, who though hee be never {o ſtrong, yet 
God is alwates ſtronger then he, as appeareth

by thys enſuing diſcourſe'of fir Roger VVilli- 
ams, whoſe valour hath beene oft-times tryed 
in the face of the enemie: in which Hiſtorie 
appeareth , that if ſtrength of men mizhr 
haue p reuailcd, it had beene ynpoſsible tor 
him to haue eſcaped with [yfe. The God of 
heauen proſper them all, grauntthem to ouer 
come they! aduerfaries, and ſend the to Eng- 
land with crymphant vitory.

PP howere all put to the ſword , upon Thurſday before 
Whitſunday laſt, being the. xx. day of MH ay. 
eAn mio. 159 1. 
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1! which that renowned 
/ = ght Sir Roger Y/1l- 
= Lzams,bath ſundry times 
made vponthe enemy, 
SM not onely by entering 

= * by force of Armes into 
his fringed \holdes but alſo in withſtanding 
and reſiſting his mightie and huge mukkirade 
of Armed men, that haue ſundry times to 
theyr great lofle, aflaulred, 8 made offers for 
entrance into ſuch Townes and/holds wher- 
of hee hath had charge: hath given mee ivſt 
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I 
cauſe to publish thys his moſt laudable enter- 
priſe, which vvas lately performed againſt 
two Regiments of Souldiours, both hardie 
and skiltull, (although on the enemies fide,) 
who hauing a wrong cauſe in hand,are ouer- 
thrown by the outſtretched Arme ofthe Al- 
mighty, the one Regiment appertaining to 
Lorrayne, the other to Mounſter dela Lownde. 
Theſe two regiments came from Roan, 
& planted themſelues at Cinque Saunce, ſup- 
poſing there to inhabite, and to ſurpriſe and 
gette victuals for theyr mayntenaunce. To 
thys ende they fortified themſelues round a- 
bout with Barricadces, which kind of forti- 
catzon 1s verie ſtrong: yet for that it may the 
more eaſily be ynderſtood of the ſimple ſort 
of people, I haye thought good to deſcribe 
it heere in more plaine manner, that they 
may as well know and yndeiſtand it,as thoſe 
that haue beene continually trayned yppe in 
Marraall exerciles. IT Hu 
Thys kind of Fortification called the Bar- 
ricadoes, is Pipes, Hogs-heads,Wine veſſels, 
and ſuch like, which beeing filled and harde

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rammed with earth A ſette cloſe one by 
one, each by other,and one vppon another, 
which is of ſuch force and weight that they 
can not be eaſily remooued or entred into, 
butſtandeth as ſtrong as any Mudde-yyall, 
wherinto shotte of very great force cannot 
enter but recoyle: thus were they encloſed, 
as 1s aforeſaid, within thys Barricadoes, and 
none duſt paſſe by them tor feare of theyr 

lyues. | | 
Buttheſe tyyo Regiments for theyr better 
lafetie, omitted not the hammering in theyr 
heades, howe they might finde meanes for 
the ſame:and ſo conſented, that for theyr 
more aſſurance, they placedatroupe ofhorſ- 
men ina Woode, diſtanttwo leagues oft tr6 
the place where they had fortified theſelues, 
the ſame Wood becing full in the paſſage or 
high-way fro Deepe, ſuppoſing thereby,that 
ifany re{ſtance shoulde come from Deepe, 
(which they greatly doubted) that ſome of 
thole horſe-mcn might retyre backe onelie 
togtue intel]izence vnto the two regiments, 
whereby they mightnot onely come them-

The Gouernour of Deepe, named Moun- 
fierde Chartres, with Sir Roger VVilliams,who 
tel came thether , and being there at that 
preſent, hauing receiued intelligence ofthe 
tortification, and intent of the Enetaic, to- 
gether with the great ſtrength of the Bar- 
ricad:es, reſolued ſpeedily to depart from 
Deepe, which they did the ſame evening, ta- 
king theyr! 1ourney towardes Cinque P5000 
which is nine Leagues trom thence. Thys 
was on Wedneſday in the cuening, before 
Whitſonday laſt,and travailing all the r ight, 
came to the Wood onthe next morning be- 
ing Thurſday, hauing with them foure hun- 
dred Erench-men , & three hundred Eng- 
lishmen,where they found a trqupe of hor{- 
men to reſiſt theyr paſſage,vpon whomth ey 
madea yery fierce aſlault: but the EnglisIt- 
men gaue ſuch a hote charge vp6 them, that 
all hab horſe-men were ſoone ſurpriſed 8& 


laine, ſo that nione ofthe eſcaped any waie, 
to 
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to diſcouer any thing heereof vnto thoſe that 
lay fortified inthe Barricadoes. Thus leauing 
the dead bodies ofthe horſ-me in the wood, 
& taking ſome oftheir horſles, the Gouernor 
8&1ir Roger VVilliams paſſed along to C mque 
Saunce,& being comethether before nvone, 
they deſcried the enemy with their Enfignes 
diſplaied within their fortification . Butthe 
Goternour of Deepe, perceiuing their forti- 
fication to be wondertul ſtrong, alleaged that 
it was vapolsible to enter it, & therefore per- 
fwaded fir Roger to goe back againe, and the 
rather conſidering that the enemie was two 
totheir one. 

© But fir Roger who hath alwaies borne an 
vadaunted minde, and knownto be a man 
greatly approuedin ſuch Martiall attempts, 
replyed, ſaying, that it were agreat disghonor 
for him ſo to do,wherefore he choſe to haue 
ſette ypon them with his own three hundred 
men,though itshould coſt both him & them 


their liues,rather then to shrinke from them, 


or tobe daunted by their great countenance. 


of ſtrength, without attempting to enter the,

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conſidering they were neerein fizht one of 
another, and with thus reſolution ad uaunced 
| his colours, marched rowardsthem,meaning 
himlelfe wyth his ſmall company,by the als1- 
ſtance of God,ypon whom he onely truſted, 
eyther to enter and ſurpriſe them, orels to 
loſe his life in that place. 
The Gouernour of Deepe, ſeeing the braue 
and moſt honourable reſolution ot Sir Reger, 
was wonderfully encouraged to the enter- 
priſe, and thereuppon proteſted to take part 
alſo in the ſaide attempt with his 4. hundred 
ſouldiours,what ſoeuer shold chaunce or be- 
tide vnto him,and thereuppon dr/plaied hys 
Enſigne,and together with Sir Reger,vowed 
by Gods aſsiſtance to enter the Barricadces, 
and to charge vpon the enemie. Whereupon 
the Gouernour cheered vp his ſouldiours, 8 
willed the to fightin the behalte of their law- 
ful Kinz,whoſe rightthey were bound to de- 
fend,% whoſe right doubtles Almighty God 
wil proſper to the confuſion ofthis enemies.

The ſpeech which Sir Roger Willizms delivered vnto his 
Souldiours, before hee entred or begun the aſſault *- 
on the enemies and Leagors at 
Cinque SAHNCE. 


Y welbeloued ſouldiours,freends, and 
Countrimen,know that thoſe on who 
we preſently purpole to charge, are 
people of greatskall, ſufficiently trained vp in 
Martiall Diſcipline,ſtout,hardy,and approo- 
uedin wars: and that it is our greater honour 
to deale with the, the one Regiment of theſe 
ſouldiours are of Lorrayne,which is the prin- 
cipalleſt ſtrength & faction appertaining to 
the houſe of Guiſe,or Legors;8& the other re- 
g1mentare gouerned by a Captaine of great 
valour,who wil hazard hys lite in the detence 
of hys cauſe : yet foraſmuch as theyr caule is 
bad,no doubt their ſucceſle in the ende can- 
not begood, howlſoeuer it fall out with vs at 
this preſent,they beeing two to one of vs. 
Neuertheleſſe conſider,thatin troth.they 


are but Traytors to their King, they are allo 
| Ga diſtur- 
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diſturbers of the ſtate, and vpholders of ſuch 

as are like themſelues, euen Arch-traytors: 

who to depriue the King of life and dignitie, 

enſence and perſwade theſe to take parts 1n 

theyr behalfe,thereby to yſurpe the Crowne 

and eſtate,contrary to right, law &dutie: for 

which,they not onely deſerue Sharpe death 
in this world,but alſo in the worlde to come, 

vtter deſtruction. And although they be far 
ſtronger in power then we, yet let ys putour 
truſt in the Lord,and hee no doubt will fight 
for ys , yea it 1s that God that doubtles figh- 
teth ſtill for the faithful,8 ſtrengthenetrh the 
weaker ſort if they truſt vps kim: God hath 
from time to time dauntedthe harts of tray- 
tors, hee ſtrikerh terror and feare into theyr 
harts,8 that with ſuch ſuddain amazement, 
that commonly they are conſtrained to flye, 
and run ſtragling as cheepe without asheep- 
heard: what hi we it itbe the pleaſure of 
God to deale fo fauourably with vs, as to de- 
liver our enemies this day into our handes? 
no doubt if we doe putour truſtin him, hee 
wil not ſuffer one  haire ofourhead to perish:

yea he hath promiſed tothe faithfull belce- 
uers in him,that he will treade their enemies 
in the diſt. 

Let vs therefore pray vnto him, and put 
our truſt in him,& then we neede not doubt 
ofthe victory , notwithitanding their skyll, 
ſtrength & courage, for God fighteth for ys, 
and therefore doubtleſſe we shall preuaile a- 
gainſt them. Thus doone,they prayed toge- 
ther hartily (to God) vp6 their knees,to gtue 

them the vpper hand ouer their enemies. 
__ - Aﬀerthey had prayed vnto Almighty 
God,and pronuſed eachto other, either to 
vanquish the enenne, or to die euery man at 
the others feete, rather then they would flye 
one foote: they immediathe refreched the- 
ſelues with ſuch vicuall as they had, and 


then marched forwarde with great courage; 


diſplayed their Enſignes, ſtrooke vppe theyr | 


Drums, & with their Trumpets ſounded de- 
fhance to the enennes face. Thus with an vn- 


daunted reſolution, the yaliant English Soul- 


diours gave a fierce charge vpon the enemy, 
8 did affault them in ſuch ſorte,as ifthey had

not trauailed al night,or skirmished with any 
other before their coming thither. This fight 
continued two houres ſpace, in whichtyme, 
much powder 8 shotte was ſpent againſtthe 
Barricadoes , into which the Souldiours by 
ſtrong hand valiantly entred,Sir Roger being 
ore ofthe formoſt, who buckled and fought 
hand to hand with the principal Gouemours 
of the enemies ſouldiours : againſt whom alſo 


the Gouernour of Deepe iſſue, did valiantly 
behaue himſelfe. Inthe ende, ſuch was the 
good ſuccefſſe ofthe Englishſouldiours by til 
hartening on the French-men, thatthe ene- 
mies were conſtrained to turne their backes, 
being not able to fight any longer , ortofllye 
fromthem, by reaſon they wereall encloſed . 
within the compaſle of the Barricadoes,as if it. $ 
had beeninaſtone wall. Thus did the Eng- /- 
| lichand French ſouldiours putthoſe twe Rex. 
giments of fouldiours to the [worde,ſuftering - 
none to eſcape aliue. | DEE 
Afeer it had pleaſed God to giuethem this 
happy victory,they humbly vpon their knees 
gaue thanks vnto him for the ſame , ſmging 
Plalmes

Pſalmes of prayſe to Fig Higheſt, for proſpe- 
ring them 1n their enterpriſe, acknowledging 
that it was the outſtretched Arme of G OD 
which had brought this miraculous thing to 
paſle. 

In thys battaile fir Rogerand the Gouer- 
nour of Deepe loſt very tewe men , for in al, 
there was not ſlain of their ſide aboue eleuen 
men,beſides a few that were hurt,and in ſuch 
ſort,as that they are like ſoone to be cured. 


The Generals heereupon tooke order,not to ſtay at a- 
nie hand, but ſpeedily to returne againe to Deepe, ſuf] Pcc- 
ting, leaſt ſomefreſh ſupply ſhould come from Roan vPp- | 

on them, or by caſting about,meete them in the midwa 

Lada : and therefore gauc order immediatly that the 
Souldiours ſhould leaue their ſpoyle behind them, to the 
ende they might not ouer-charge themſelucs with carri- ' 
age : to. which they were obedient, taking nothing with n 
them, but thoſe things which were light & eafie of carri- 
age. Thus they returned ſafely to Deepe , 'without tarry- | 
ing, ſhewing therein a notable fore-ſight that Sir Roger [ 
had to preuentthe comming of the enemie : who as it is 
credibly reported, came with a great power to mcete the { 
- inthe midlt of the high way, but Sir Roger & his troupes, $ 
were gone palt foure houres before; by meanes whereof, 


the Enemie (God be thanked) was preuented of his pur- | |

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poſe, and loſt hislabour. 
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
